Catholic dioceses on both sides of the 
Mexican-U.S. border in California have 
experienced an increase in efforts by 
various fundamentalist sects to attract 
Hispanic Catholics in both countries. 

Bishops on both sides of the border are 
addressing this problem individually in 
their dioceses as well as collectively as a 
group. 

In the San Diego diocese, some 
parishes have on-going evangelization 
programs to counteract Protestant 
evangelization of Hispanic Catholics, 
while others are responding to a call by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher last fall to begin 
such efforts. 

To address the pastoral needs of the 
migrant and immigrant population both 
in the United States and Mexico, the 
Episcopal Commission of Alta and Baja 
California was formed in 1980. 

It is comprised of the Catholic bishops 
of Mexico’s Baja region and the bishops 
of California. 

Since its inception, the bishops of the 
commission have met bi-annually to 
address common problems. Its most 
recent meeting was held in San Diego. 

According to a 1987 report by 
seminarian Michael J. Sinor, one of the 
most serious issues the bishops continue 
to confront is that of proselytism of 
Hispanic Catholics, especially from some

Young adults ‘connect’ at conference

ALCALA PARK — The keynote 
speaker at this year’s ‘‘Connections’’ 
young adult conference urged 
participants to continue opening doors to 
new experiences throughout their lives. 

“‘The day you don’t open any new 
doors in life, you die inside. To be a 
human being means to open doors and be 
expanded into the real world,’’ Jesuit 
Father Michael Kennedy, associate 
pastor of Queen of Angels parish in Los 
Angeles, told the 200 participants at the 
April 23 conference at the University of 
San Diego. 

Sponsored by the Office of Youth and 
Young Adult Ministries and the campus 
ministry programs at USD, the 
University of California, San Diego, and 
San Diego State University, the 
gathering’s purpose is to ‘‘discover how 
we can become more connected: with 
each other, with ourselves, and with our 
God,’’ according to a youth office 
spokesperson. 

At the opening assembly, Father 
Kennedy invited the group to open a new 
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door by listening as he described the 
experiences of a 22-year-old Salvadoran 
man, who was beaten, poisoned and left 
to die in an El Salvador gully because he 
was a Christian. The young man now 
resides in and is receiving medical 
treatment at Casa Grande, a refugee 
resettlement house in Los Angeles where 
Father Kennedy works. 

Father Kennedy urged the young 
adults to become followers of Jesus and 
open their lives to new experiences, rather 
than being ‘‘Joe averages’’ whose daily 
existence has become a monotonous 
routine. 

Look at Jesus and see what type of man 
he is, said Father Kennedy, former pastor 
of Christ the King parish in San Diego. 
“He is not a plastic sissy. He is a man of 
strength, always challenging the status 
quo,”’ he explained. 

He challenged the young adults to 
continue opening doors that reveal living 
conditions and experiences of other 
peoples. 

“‘Jesus said, ‘The kingdom of God is. 
near, open that door.’ Ours is a world of 
resources in which we can help others,”’ 
Father Kennedy said. _ 

If those gathered continued to open 
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doors, they would realize what a tiny 
world they live in, he explained. 

After the general assembly, 
participants attended two of seven 
workshops offered at the conference. 

Father Dan Dillabough, judicial vicar 
of the diocesan Marriage Tribunal, was 
among the speakers. His lecture, 
“Improving Important Relationships,”’ 
focused on the importance of 
relationships and improving personal 
communication skills. 

Communication is integral to life, 
Father Dillabough said. He stressed the 
importance of using communication skills 
to improve relationships. 

Listening requires more than hearing, 
he noted. Posture, eye contact and 
environment are involved in listening, he 
said, adding that a person can clarify 
what has been said by asking open-ended 
questions. 

“Communication skills are crucial in 
improving relationships. Relationships 
say who we are and what we believe,’’ he 
said. 

During her presentation, ‘‘Connecting 
with God in Prayer,’’ Susan Stark, a 
retreat consultant for the San Diego 
diocese, stressed the development and 
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maintenance of a prayer life. 

“We each have restless hearts and a 
longing from within points us to the 
Spirit,’’ Stark said. 

Developing a ‘“‘life of the Spirit’’ 
conflicts with society because ‘‘praying is 
not materially productive and it does not 
hold any type of power or control over 
anyone,”’ she noted. 

“Prayer is opening our hearts to the 
Spirit, staying in touch with the spiritual 
world, and listening to the spirit,’’ Stark 
explained. 

A sign of prayer in one’s life is tis 
growth of virtues, she added. ‘‘Without 
prayer, we become paralyzed, deaf and 
blind, spiritually.’’ 

Reflecting upon the day, conference 
participant John Thomas Sperrazzo said, 
“Tt was beautiful. The workshops were so 
rich. Connections, indeed, were made. I 
feel that prayer in my life is going in a 
better direction, thanks to Susan Stark’s 
workshop.”’ 

Another conference participant, 
Lorraine Brzozowski told The Southern 
Cross, ‘‘I’m new in town and this has 
given me a chance to meet people with 


~ similar backgrounds. Overall, I’m really 


impressed.’’ 
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How easily we 
forget black 


culture in liturgy 


Joyce Carr’s article, ‘‘Songs Reflect Many Cultures’’ 
(Southern Cross, April 7), left me feeling sad. While seven 
different cultures were mentioned as being found in the 
liturgies in our diocese — Spanish, Portuguese, Filipino, 
Vietnamese, Korean, Polish, and Czech — no mention 
was made of the contributions of the Native American nor 
the black cultures to the Roman Catholic liturgy. (Since 
my experience is with the latter, I will confine my 
comments to it.) 

Perhaps there is confusion about gospel music really 
reflecting black culture, or even about the existence of a 
distinctive black culture, since English is the language 
used in black cultural liturgical expression. 

However, one need only to read the U.S. black 
bishops’ pastoral letter, ‘‘What We Have Seen and 
Heard,’’ or to experience liturgies featuring the gospel 
choirs of the San Diego Diocesan Commission for Black 
Catholics or of St. Rita or Christ the King parishes, to 
learn otherwise. There are many fine black Catholic 
composers publishing liturgical music, and also a new 
black Catholic hymnal is available now. 

In recent years the Diocesan Commission for Black 
Catholics and the National Office for Black Catholics 
have sponsored annual regional workshops at the 
University of San Diego on Afro-American Liturgy and 


Worship, to which everyone is invited. To my knowledge, 
no diocesan officials nor clergy have ever availed 
themselves of this opportunity, except for the priests and 
deacons from St. Rita’s and Christ the King, and the 
Southern Cross. 

How long must the 1.2 million black Catholics in the 
U.S. continue to remain largely invisible and absent from 
the consciousness of the dominant culture in our church?

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Can we unite on one night? 


How many times have you had an evangelical Protes- 
tant or Jehovah Witness approach you with their message 
in seeking your conversion to their faith? For many of us, 
it has occurred a lot over the years. 

No matter what our reaction was, perhaps many have 
thought as I have, ‘‘Well, I’ll say this for them, they sure 
are dedicated to their faith.’’ 

As one might reason from the articles on proselytism 
the paper is running in this and next week’s edition, there 
is certainly a need for us Catholics to know our faith — its 
basic teachings, its approach to Scripture, its history — so 
we can defend and spread our faith. There is also a need 
to be a visible witness out in the community.

We, 
as members of the Catholic community, are sure to be 
noted by the public address announcer, and, like last 
year, the winner of the Southern Cross Catholic High 
School Scholarship will throw out the ceremonial first 
pitch for the game with the Montreal Expos. 

The Padres only make this special ticket arrangement, 
and thus offer this opportunity to three other groups. To 
continue it, we need to make it a success. Group orders 
are coming in much slower this year so we have a long 
way to go.

Euthanasia denies right to life 


The struggle over euthanasia is really just beginning and 
it has many ramifications. It used to be called mercy killing 
and now it is being referred to as assisted suicide. It is being 
justified as the ‘‘ultimate private right.”’ 

Now, ifwe rule God completely out of the picture, or deny 
his existence, there is much to be said in favor ofeuthanasia. 
If we set aside the saving Passion and death of Christ and 
the spiritual, purifying value of suffering, there is even 
more that can be said in its favor. 

If man is simply a well-developed mammal that, by 
accident is able to laugh, to think, to love, to abstract, then 
only animal rights need apply. We certainly wouldn’t let a 
beloved pet dog or cat suffer unnecessarily. Many an animal 
has been put to sleep mercifully. Veterinarians do this 
regularly. 

Experiments on laboratory animals cause some animal 
lovers great anguish. It’s difficult to think that anyone in his 
right mind would subject even lab animals to cruel or 
unusual pain. 

So if man is only a better organized animal and the same 
rules apply, it is the right thing to do to put dear old Dad out 
of his misery, or to hasten Mom out of this world, if they are 
suffering. After all, we love them more than any pet! 

But now we run into some difficult ramifications. 
Suppose Mother and Dadare unwilling to go quietly. Doesa 
family member decide, or a doctor, or a judge? What if 
someone signed papers while well, and then changes his or 
her mind? These and other interesting questions start to 
raise their troublesome heads. 

The ramifications continue. Suppose a child is terribly 
retarded or totally handicapped or disfigured. Can the child 
be put to death ‘‘for hisown good?” When the state does this 
to some criminals, that is, put them to death for the good of 
society, the hue and cry goes up against capital punishment. 

The sick child is innocent; the criminal is a felon. The 
inconsistency here is mind-boggling, muchasit isoverthose 
who will kill innocent fetuses, but go to great lengths to 
punish child abuse. 


Are you ready for the next ramification? If we are just a 
herd of animals, here today and gone tomorrow, why not 
improve the herd as we would a herd of cattle. It’s certainly 
logical. Should someone — doctors, scientists, the state — 
decide who should have children so that we keep improving 
the breed? Who is that someone? 

Where will it stop? Today we cull out the diseased 
members and tomorrow we decide to rid the herd of the 
imperfect. Will we finally decide against red hair or curly 
hair or left-handed people! 

But enough already! People are more than cattle, more 
than mere animals. For those who have faith in God, man is 
a creature composed of body and soul, made to the image 
and likeness of God. 

That “‘image and likeness’’ means that we have intellects 
which ceaselessly long for Truth, and free wills that 
constantly go questing for Love. That image and likeness 
means that we have a spiritual component that is destined 
for eternal life and love. In this life we work out our 
salvation through the body that has been given to us. 

Christians carry this even further. Christ died to redeem 
each and every individual human soul. His Resurrection is 
the guarantee of the resurrection of our bodies, for ‘‘He is 
the first-fruits from the dead.’’ ‘We do not live as our own 
masters and we do not die as our own masters.’’

Focusing on the proposed ‘‘Humane 
and Dignified Death Act’’ initiative, the 
bishops charged the measure’s true 
nature has ‘‘been obscured by 
euphemisms and misleading 
descriptions’ by its proponents, who are 
currently seeking 450,000 signatures to 
qualify the initiative for the November 
ballot. 

In truth, the 1,500-word document 
asserts, passage of the measure would 
““carve out an exception to our state laws 
against homicide and assisted suicide.’’ 


San Diego issued a statement charging 
the Hemlock Society with the 
“Jaundering of language (regarding the 
initiative) to deceive people.’’ 

‘‘Masquerading a bill to allow 
terminally ill patients to direct their 
physicians regarding medical procedures, 
this measure provides only one thing not 
already provided by law — the legal 
protection of assisting people to commit 
suicide,’’ Bishop Maher said. 

In their April 22 statement, the 
California bishops, addressing their 
words especially to those who might be 
tempted to support the initiaitve in the 


“‘We appeal with special urgency to 
persons diagnosed as having AIDS or 
other terminal illnesses: In a society 
which may be all too grudging in its 
recognition of your human dignity, would 
it not be tragic if the right most 
enthusiastically granted you is the ‘right’ 
to be killed?’” 

Only a year ago, in their 
internationally acclaimed pastoral letter 
on AIDS, ‘‘A Call to Compassion,’’ the 
California bishops committed themselves 
to the care of persons with AIDS and to 
affirming the dignity of such persons. 

The bishops warned that should the 


external pressure to die.”’ 


Also, the bishops lamented as the most 
tragic consequence of such a law that ‘‘the 
so-called ‘right-to-die’ will quickly 
become the ‘duty-to-die.’ ”’ 


On April 7, Jesuit Father William J.

Mormon and Jehovah Witness groups. 

Sinor said the commission found that 
attraction to these sects was due to ‘‘their 
personalist and communitarian 
approaches.’’ 

Other contributing factors were: 
exploiting negative aspects of the Catholic 
Church; the use of media; a broad 
financial base; and simplicity of moral 
teaching. 

To counteract proselytism, the-bishops 
identified areas of response at the parish, 
diocesan and international levels. 

According to Sinor’s report, the 
commission would like parishes to stress a 
welcoming attitude towards Hispanics, to 
extend ‘‘areas of catechesis in Spanish,”’ 
and to foster a more personal approach by 
training lay people as leaders and 
‘forming comunidades de base, or other 
small groups.’’ 

At the diocesan level, the commission 
suggests orienting all priests working with 
Hispanics into the Hispanic culture and 
that seminaries become bilingual and

Churches have implemented programs 
or are in the process of doing so to invite 
nominal and inactive Catholics and the 
unchurched to worship and other 
activities in the parish community. 

Those parishes include Resurrection 
and. other parishes of the Escondido 
Deanery; St. Francis parish, Vista; St. 
Anne and Our Lady of Guadalupe, San 
Diego; and St. John of the Cross, Lemon 
Grove. 

A door-to-door evangelization program 
called ‘‘Visitadores por Cristo,’’ (Visitors ’ 
for Christ), organized in the diocese in 
1980, has or is training visitors from 15 
parishes, including St. Francis. 

On the national level, the response to 
the need of Hispanic evangelization has 
increased due to a national plan approved 
by the U.S. bishops last November. 


The National Pastoral Plan for 
Hispanic Ministry called for the 
development of ‘‘small ecclesial 


communities’’ in addition to teams of 
door-to-door visitors at the parish level. 

Father Vicente Lopez, associate 
director of the U.S. bishops’ Secretariat 
for Hispanic Affairs, described the 
communities to be places where people 
could “‘pray together, read Scripture and 
study social needs.”’ 

These efforts, both at the parish and 
national level, represent the need and the 
attempt by bishops to counteract the loss 
of Hispanic Catholics to fundamentalist

‘Stand and Deliver’ shows math 
and teachers can be entertaining |

It’s hard to believe that one of the 
year’s best movies so far focuses on a 
calculus class in an East Los Angeles high 
school. Stand and Deliver, directed by a 
Hispanic, Ramon Menendez, and 
starring Hispanics, is a quietly affecting 
film that actually makes math tests 
suspenseful. 

The true story of dedicated teacher 
Jaime Escalante (Edward James Olmos), 
and how he galvanizes a class of hostile 
teens into a finely tuned squad of calculus 
whiz kids, ‘‘Stand and Deliver’’ shows 
without a doubt that people do rise to the 
level of expectations. 

Until Escalante takes control of 
Garfield High School’s rowdiest math 
class (he quit a lucrative career in 
computers to teach), expectations for 
these barrio kids were low indeed. 

Despite flak from his skeptical col- 
leagues, the offbeat Escalante gains the 


love and respect of the kids, pushes them 
from fractions to algebra, and then on to 
calculus. Utilizing some unorthodox, but 
entertaining hooks to snag the 18 
students’ interest and cement their team 
spirit, he works them in special summer 
and weekend sessions to prepare them to 
take the. college board’s advanced 
placement test in calculus. 

Their intense commitment to this 
teacher and his farfetched dream is 
evident in their willingness to challenge 
their disbelieving parents who’ would 
rather they quit school and get a job than 
spend all their waking hours cramming 
for a calculus test. 

Away from their troubled home lives, 
the kids are charmers. Even the local 
macho street kid, Angel (Lou Diamond 
Phillips, star of ‘‘La Bamba’’), turns out 
to be a closet genius. He makes a deal 
with Escalante to give him three textbooks 
— one for home, school and locker — so 
his low-life buddies will never see him 
carrying the book. 


Horror film exploits Book of

It’s obviously easy to produce an 
exploitative film interpretation of the 
New Testament’s Book of Revelation. 
What is hard, apparently, is to tackle the 
subject with some modicum of restraint. 

The Seventh Sign takes many of the 
world’s real-life ills — environmental, 
social and political — and translates them 
into biblical.signs that the apocalypse is at 
hand. 

Unfortunately, the film overdoses in 
the end with ridiculous horror-show 
elements, which obliterate any lessons to 
be learned from its subliminal message. 

Abby Quinn (Demi Moore) and her 
lawyer husband, Russell (Michael 
Biehn), await the birth of their first child, 
significantly expected Feb. 29. Having 
experienced stillbirth with a previous 
baby, Abby remains optimistic despite 
deep emotional and physical scars from 
that tragic pregnancy. 

Unfortunately, Abby not only has to 
concern herself with the very real fears 
faced by most pregnant women and those 
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specific to her own physical condition, she 
must also contend with a mysterious new 
boarder, David (Jurgen Prochnow), who 
threatens her baby in ways she initially 
misunderstands. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the world is 
being ravaged by inexplicable natural 
disasters. Dead fish wash up-on Haiti’s 
seacoast, a village in the Israeli desert is 
frozen solid by a freak ice storm, and dead 
bodies bloody a Nicaraguan river. These 
incidents, or signs, are meant to portend 
the encroaching apocalypse. 

Apparently, David (the Christ figure) 
has come to bear witness to the seven 
signs that signify the apocalypse, and to 
give to Abby the far-fetched power to save 
the world. If her baby is born dead it will 
signal the end of mankind. 

While her efforts to stop the prophetic 
signs are stymied by an ominous priest 
who is not what he seems, David 
empowers Abby to do the right thing. 

As directed by Carl Schultz, the film 
works quite well as a thriller when it 
focuses on Abby and her growing fears 
about her baby and David. Potentially 
effective is the symbolic connection 
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Olmos, of ‘‘Miami Vice,’’ is almost 
unrecognizable here as the paunchy, 
pock-faced Escalante. His meek 
demeanor hides a fire that ignites every 
student in his path. This is a tough role to 
crack, but Olmos succeeds admirably. 

He is especially feisty when he fights to 
have his students’ high-caliber test scores 
reinstated. They are accused of cheating 
because their scores are all so high, but 
Escalante sees it as an open-and-shut case 
of discrimination. 

Phillips is also a stand-out as the street 
tough Angel, who finally quits hiding his 
brain behind his bravado. 

Without resorting to special effects, 
violence or sex to hold an audience’s 
attention, ‘‘Stand and Deliver’’ proves 
that teachers and math can be fun and 
entertaining too. However, the film does 
contain some profanity.

SAN DIEGO — Although 17 is the 
average age of persons participating in 
the newly established community theatre 
at Our Lady of Angels parish, its director, 
Charly, says the group is open to people 
from all areas of the city and of all ages, 
even age 80.

A word which usually strikes a chord of fear and revulsion is 
leprosy . .

Much of the award money will be used 
in producing a professional presentation 
of the center for international exhibition 
and demonstration. 


‘‘What we will demand of you in San 
Diego is to share Father Joe with the 
world. A man like Father Joe needs to be 
shared with the world, and not just kept 
in’’ one city in California, Elderfield said. 


He invited Father Carroll to speak 
about the shelter, its use of volunteers and 
corporate sponsorship at an International 
Conference on Rural Low Cost Housing 
in Developing Countries to be held in 
August in Malawi, Africa. 


Father Carroll said this is a significant 
award because one of the goals of the 
shelter is to become a model for homeless 
facilities in other areas. Representatives 
from many U.S. cities have seen it, and 
now it will become a model throughout 


the world, he said. 


Elderfield said he had just come from 
Czechoslovakia, and the Czechs are in- 
terested in the San Diego model, as are 
the Germans.

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McNally, former regional director of that 
congregation and coordinator ‘of adult 
education at Blessed Sacrament Church, 
San Diego. 


Half of the community’s 420 Sisters are 
semi-retired or retired; some 70 percent 
will be retired in the next decade, Sister 
McNally said. U.S. teaching 
congregations, such as the Precious Blood 
Sisters, find it more difficult than 
communities with health care institutions 
to care for their retired Sisters, she added. 


The 220 retired members of her 
congregation reside at their motherhouse 
in Dayton. About 70 of these Sisters are 
infirm and receive 24-hour skilled nursing 
care at Maria Joseph Center. Because lay 
people staff this facility, the annual cost of 
providing this level of service for one 
Sister is about $20,000, Sister McNally 
said. 

The Dayton congregation established a 
retirement fund in the 1960s, spending 
only the interest from this fund, she said. 
‘‘Now the community is concerned it will 
have to dip into the principal. 

In contrast to U.S. teaching 
congregations, it is easier for medically 
trained Poor Sisters of Nazareth, who 
operate Nazareth House for retired 
people, to provide all levels of care for 
their retired and infirm members, said 
Mother Malachy McSweeney, superior of 
the local community. 


‘All of our houses keep their own 
Sisters,’’ who are cared for in the 
convent, she said, adding they prefer to 
remain at the site where they have 
ministered. 

The Carmelite Sisters of the Divine 
Heart of Jesus, who operate Little Flower 
Haven in La Mesa, also provide 24-hour 
skilled nursing services for their 
members, said sister Barbara Leary, 
novice mistress. 

Presently, one Sister is cared for in the 
home’s infirmary, she added. 

Nearly 25 percent of the 280 Sisters of 
Mercy of Burlingame, Calif., are retired, 
according to Sister Margaret Mary 
McBride, SM, administrator of Marian 
Convent in that city. 

Of these retired Sisters, 37 receive care 
for active ambulatory people, and 20 
require nursing care in the convent 
infirmary. Sisters needing hospitalization 
are taken to St. Mary Hospital, San 
Francisco, which is run by their 
congregation, Sister McBride said. 

Nearly 20 percent of the 700 Religious 
of the Sacred Heart who serve jin the 
society’s U.S province require some 
degree of nursing care, according to Sister 


Connie Campbell, RSCJ, a former 


provincial council member. 
They reside in retirement centers in 


Menlo Park, Calif., St. Charles, Mo., 
and Albany, N.Y., she said. 
Spokespersons of the religious 


congregations told the Southern Cross their 
aging members want to serve the needs of 
the church as long as possible. 

To most Sisters, ‘‘retirement means 
they are not responsible for a full-time 
salaried job, and they have the freedom to 
do part-time salaried and volunteer 
work,’’ Sister McNally said. 

She detailed these services performed 
by semi-retired Sisters at Mission San 
Luis Rey. 

One helps in the parish library, tutors 
Greek and ~Latin and helps with 
hospitality at parish events. 

Others teach in the parish Montessori 
school, assist in a county-run facility for 
abused children, sort donated clothing for 
needy people and prepare sack lunches for 
migrant farm workers, the nun said. 

An active retired Carmelite Sister at 
Little Flower Haven distributes the 
Eucharist at the Community 
Convalescent Hospital in La Mesa. ‘‘She 
prays with the patients, regardless of their 
religion,’’ said Sister Mary Alice Prieto, 
DCJ. ‘‘She has brought many Capholics 
back to the sacraments.’ 

‘‘Our Sisters never retire,’’ said Sister 
Mary of the Assumption, who 
coordinates the work of four semi-retired 
Sisters at Nazareth House. ‘‘Everybody 
does what she can to support and 
encourage the residents to help them feel 
at home in a home away from home.”’ 

One semi-retired Sister at Nazareth 
House serves in the sacristy; another does 
reception work, she added. 

The nuns interviewed said their retired 
and infirm members are valued members 
of their communities. 

‘‘They’re a powerhouse of prayer,”’ 
said Mercy Sister Krista Ramirez. 
‘‘Their lived experience enriches the 
younger members of the community.’’ 

The Sisters contacted expressed hope 
the 10 annual collections for retired 
Religious will help them live their 
remaining years in comfort and dignity. 

‘‘We are trusting in the generosity of 
the people’’ in the diocese, Sister Kane 
said. Hopefully, there will be no need for 
retirement collections in 10 years, she 
said, referring to increased stipends 
Sisters are receiving for their work. 

The current annual stipend for Sisters 


’ in the San Diego diocese is $11,000, in 
‘ addition to a retirement benefit of $1,500, 


she said.
